As Honolulu looks toward tbe Ant- 
arctic pole up to the present time it 
is spoken of as unknown quantity. 
Right about face, and before you. nine 
thousand miles away, glittering with 
golden treasures which were hardly 
thought of four decades ago. and if 
the new discoveries are duplicated, as 
they have been io the last few years, 
this barren border of our frozen zone 
may yet become the treasure bouse of 
the" world. With the increase of pop- 
ulation and of their almost boundless 
desires, it is a marvel of marvels bow 
each new set keeps pace with the one 
that preceded it.and with our increas- 
ed abundance, our large fields of am- 
bition. The means keep trend with 
our expenditures, and after the won- 
derful discoveries of the last few 
years there is no superabundance of 
treasure in our money market. Every 
pound, dollar or ducket seems to be 
swallowed up by our.advancing wants.

CHARGES ARE MADE 


Be Says Be Kaew FrMM the First Payroll 


That She tcccivetf To* Mich Salary and 


Watted Ber to tesifa. 


Prof G. E. Treadway, who was 
charged before tbe Allegheny school 
controllers by Miss Sbarpless with 
having forged a certificate in order 
that she might draw a larger salary 
than ber experience in school work 
gave her, has published a card in the 
Pittsburg Leader in which be gives 
his version of the matter 


Mr. Traadway bas gone to Alle- 
gheny from this county for tbe pur- 
pose of entering a denial and having 
tbe statement made by Miss Sharp- 
less investigated by the board. The 
card as published in tbe Leader fol- 
lows: 


"Miss Sbarpless and I have not been 
friends for years, and I desire to say 
that she lias not confessed anything. 
I, myself, revealed the fact that she 
bad overarawp her salary, and not un- 
til such was revealed bad she ever felt 
any conscience stricken feeling. I 
never 
prepared, help prepare ntr 
banded to the secretary of tbe school 
board any document for Miss Sharp- 
less except a paper in reply to ques- 
tions submitted to all tbe teachers of 
Allegheny by Superintendent Morrow. 
In that paper w hicli was prepared b, 
her in ber own baud writine and sign 
ed by her that 3be had taught in Ohio 
for 48 months, and she expressly stat- 
ed to me at that time that she bad to 
make it correspond with the blank in 
the bands of the secretary of the 
school board. She drew consciously 
and willingly 8740 unearned salary 
from Allegoeny City and used it- her- 
self and why any one could believe I 
had been a party to it. other than 
failing to report &ucii uuin^a, is be- 
yond my conceptioa. I never not one 
cent other than-SIS per m^u.li, which 
she paid monthly fv/r board .indroom 


"1 knew from tho time th-o SrsD pay 
roll was made out iliat she was over- 
drawing,'but rarher than expswe ber, 
my niece, and her mot'v-r my sister. I 
let it go for one mouth and from that 
time so long: as 1 rcmaiueu as princi- 
pal. 
I tried to get her to resign and 
go home.. 
"She declined to do that after re- 
peated efforts or. my part and on the 
part of several others during the sec- 
ond month of hei teaching here and 
notuntill bad made it known to 
membersj>f the Eighth ward board 
and Mr. Fieeson, ol the Kifth ward 
board, who called upon her, did she 
after her explanation and place tbe 
blame upon me, her uncle, who had 
never in any wise profited therefrom, 
for no other reason than that she de- 
clined to perform her official work as 
a teacher. 


"She neglected her drawing, writ- 
ing, singing and falsified her reports 
as to tardiness of herself until I ad- 
monished her. It was necessary for 
me to even go so far as to write her 
parents of her slothful way of doing 
tier school work 


From that time hence she keenly 
watched for opportunities to involve 
me in school and domestic troubles. 
She is one of the most thankless crea- 
tures that ever I have come in contact 
with. She could not but know and 
low she could sign the pay roll with 
other beginning teachers drawing 835 
per month and her355 without having 
detected before two years, is false 
and unworthy of belief- I have often 
Dold her when trying to pursuade her 
to go home, that if she was found out 
she would serve a term in prison, and 
did advise :her not to associate with 
the teachers because she was my niece 
and I wished her to become familiar 
with city ways before making asso- 
ciates, besides I was always afraid she 
would expose herself. 


"I am here to remain temporarily 
and am ready at any time to answer 
any further inquires regarding my 
connection with the matter. Yours 
respectfully.

Funds. 
Constantinople. "Oct. 12.—The Unit- 


ed States legation here has received 
formation, which is withheld, of some 
expected Important developments in 
the Stone abdnction affair. On Tues- 
day it was supposed an attempt would 
be made to capture the band, but noth- 
ing has been heard since Monday, 
•when Mr. Haskeil reached SamakoE. 
He is not provided with funds, bat has 
been empowered to arrange the low- 
est terms. The attempts to capture 
the band have mace the brigands shy 
of future traps, thus rendering nego- 
tiations difficult. Suco tactics are se- 
verely criticised here. The brigands 
may, in revenge, kill their captive. 
Moreover, the fact that n3 money was 
produced on the first demand may 
cause the brigands to mutilate iliirs 
Stone as a warning. 


In compliance with an urgent re- 


quest from the American government, 
the search by Ottoman troops for the 
abductors of Miss Stone, tkp Ameri- 
can missionary, has been abandoned.

The principal change made by the 
substitute is the provision that such 
person may receive the sacrament on 
the written consent of a bishop. The 
house of deputies began the eagerly 
awaited debate on section 4 of the 
proposed canon 36, which virtually 
prohibits tve remarriage in the church 
of divorced persons. The discussion 
will be continued on Monday. The 
only vote reached during the day was 
on a proposed modification Of Dr. 
Huntingdon's amendment providing 
for the determining the cause of di- 
vorce in the case of a divorced person 
applying to be married. This- was 
defeated. 


Canteen Again. 


PIttsburg. Oct. 12. — The members 


of the permanent committee on tem- 
perance of the Presbyterian general 
assembly do not take kindly to the 
annual report of Surgeon General 
Steinberg. In it he declares: "Mili- 
tary officers may be said to be unani- 
mous in their opinion that the steady 
decrease of late years of alcoholism 
in the regular army is mainly the re- 
sult of the establishment of the post 
exchange or canteen 
at military 


posts." "I do not believe It," said 
William C. Lllley, treasurer of the 
committee. "The- facts and figures 
and testimony in our poesesison as a 
committee refute the statement, and 
Mr. Sternberg or any other army offi- 
cer can not substantiate his state- 
ment."

On that night he met at the 
station and escorted to his hotel Miss 
Bertha Pelton, a schoolteacher of 
Kenyon, who was on her way to her 
home In "Wisconsin. It Is the theory 
of the state that Hartley killed the 
girl and then set fire to the hoteL

Take the Italians, for example. Their 


accumulated taxes are a positive night- 
mare. An Italian pays away in taxes 
22 per cent of bis earnings, compared 
with the Eriti^ber s 9.3. The population 
of Italy is 10.uOO.000 less than that of 
Great Britain, and yet the income tax 
in the former country is made to pro- 
duce as much as in the United King- 
dom. 


An even more striking comparison is 


that between Rassus. and Italy. Russia 
has a population of 93.000,000: Italy 
has only 30.VOO.OOO. and yet the total 
amount of the income tax is the same 
in both countries. Italy has a debt of 
£500,000.000. which is growing at the 
rate of £14.000.000 a year. The only 
way the Italians can escape the taxa- 
tion is to emigrate, and this they are 
doing in considerable numbers. 


France has £20.000,000 more taxes 


than Britain. Each inhabitant pays 11 
shillings a year more thaa any one 
lucky enough to be living in the United 
Kingdom. Moreover, an Englishman's 
earnings are greater than those of a 
Frenchman.
